The Duty of Ihe Hour. 

There are two clussos in this Colouy : 
Coiifedemlioniuts aud Aiiti-Coiifadera- 
tioDists Ws might subdivide, und thus 
produce four clusse« : iled-hot, unroaM 
(toning GoiiledertttioDislB ; moderate 
and riasODing Confedt ratioaists ; uri- 
reanouirif^ and uuroasonublo Ami-Con-. 
federatiouiHta ; reaBoning and bouesf, 
Anti^Coi.fedtriilioiiists. The eiomento 
composiui; the first und third of those 
subdiviuioDs wt* arc, however, diApoiiud 
o regard as too insigDificaat to bo un- 
titled to separata notice ; aod wn pre- 
fer, therefore, to recognize only the two 
primary divisions, It is not malcrial 
to cor present purpose to consider in 
what relative proportions those two 
classes exist. The former may comprise 
the whole Mainland popalatioo, and 
aboat eqaally divide that of the leland; 
or, as Houio prefer to think (but wo aro 
inclined to suspect that, with such the 
witib is father to the tlioai^hl), llie pop- 
oliilioii of Ibo united C"lony tnuy Ijo 
about equally divided. We aro cons 
teni to recognize and deal with the 
whole commuaity as comprised under 
tho two headp. Confodfrat ouists hiivo 
long soon tho poii'.ical uhiiiigo nhich 
has given the naiiie to tho parly us tho 
itiovitiiblo dt-'siiiiy ct this Colony. 
Tboy have dot-irod tho change ; not for 
the sake of mere cbaogo, but beoaune 
they foit convinced coudiiions might be 
had which would reudor it benoiicial lo 
tho Colony at largo. Hoiioo it is that 
they have urged upon Iho (JoLny, as a 
wholo, tho duty of a liinely ami uniied 
efTort to obtain the most favcrablo 
terms. On the other hand, Auti-Con- 
federatiouists, while profet-siog to think 
that the change was no» uieviiabie, uni- 
formly rotuscu lo enier upuu the con- 
sideration of termH. Such may be ac- 
cepted as a brief defiiiit'oii 6t tuce two 
parties in i-ho past. Time passed on. 
"Yon may have noticed that it nsually 
does ; that that is a sort of way Time 
has about it; it gecernlly passes on." 
All is ciianged now. The publication of 
Granvillf's dispa'.ch ktiockid tho souie-s 
from the oyes ci Anti -Coiifederation- 
ists. Ail now see that Couloderatioo 
is oar immediate and ineviiable dustitiy 
All admit the importancu of a utiiied 
effort to obtain the best tirtns thai can 
be got. Thus the only point ot diller- 
enco existing between the two partief^ 
is lb at, whereas ouo welcomes the change 
as a boon, the other regards it in Uio 
light of dread and inevitable destiny, 
and is endeavoring to submit to it with 
becoming resittnalion. It is with this 
new condition that we wish more parti- 
cularly to deal, rracticilly it matters 
little whoilier we approach iho subject 
from compulsion or Irom choice. It, is 
eooDgh that all have been broaghi to 
that convergence at which they are 
willing to unite in seeking to render 
the change as beneficial or, it you pre- 
fer it, as har.nloss to this Colony as 
possible. Why, then, Hhuuld there bo 
any more delay ? '1 .oio ba ■ bi ll its old 
way of pasgjog on. The oliange may be 
nearer than many apprehend. It J.5 
nearer than souio profo s to think. In 
truth, theru i« no lime lo bo Ion. Un-- 
leis ilio pi;"i)lo make ibeir voice heard 
now, il m^y be too lato. Tho whole mai- 
ler will be uegoiiaio'i b} those who 
ueiihor undLTSian i our wants nor 
posnesj fuoiuigs in common wiih tho 
people. Vy'q wuuld desire to avoid 
being misnu'Jerslo 'd liero. The Gover- 
nor is, ulidiT all lliK circuins'.an os, pro- 
bably the Ill0^t r.ur.ablo iiiid belt (|ililll- 

ficd piri^ou to M"!!X)iialo on the part 
of this Colony. it is not lo thui 
we object but it is to his being 
allowed to Ciirry these negotiations 
beyond a coii.-m point without 
giving the po ■p;e an opportuiiiiy oi 
being heard, that, wo object. Ifti'c 
main coiidmonij are all ^ nngt-.i 
first, and the people oousulled afier- 
wards as to mere matters of detail, as 
is plainly in;::u;i'ed i" tho uitpatch, wo 
know what ".o exjiec'.. Tho Govv'i nor is 
of opinion that tho Colony is nut pre- 
pared loi j.ro. t,-jt:i'.:v'; w...t i i u ions ; 
ond, Ooii»C(jiU iill; , it is m c miempla- ' 
tion to perpotualo tho prosoul irrcsptin- 
aible and unsatisfactory sysiom for an 
indefinite period. We say indefinite be- 
cause it we waiv ti.e Col'.;tiy i\ b'j'- 
tor pieiiaro.l lor sell-govoruinont we 
hliall wait a long time. It can never 
be belter •prepared under such a system ! 
Tho Governor ib of opinion that a I'Vee 
Port is nudehirable ; conseqaeiit'y, that 
conditioa wi 1 no . be put forward uy tbo 
Executive. The Govuriiur is Opposed 
10 asking for ibo cunstuioiion of an 
overland luilwuy, us a condition ' of 
union; and, ihoiofoie, that great and 
vital coudiiioa will be uunilod. it. is 
thus plain that it tho colonists are con- 
tent to keep silent until uiVUclI to speak, 
their voieo may ol littlo avail.
